AMENDMENTS TO EMPLOYEES' PROVIDENT 
FUND REGULATIONS. 

New Delhi , the 2Aih August 1949 

No. 9|49. — In exercise of the power conferred by 
Section 43(1) of the Industrial Finance Corporation 
Act, 1948 (XV of 1948) the Board after consultation 
with the Reserve Bank of India and with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government made the following 
amendments to the Industrial Finance Corporation of 
India Employees’ Provident Fund Regulations: — 

(i) At the end of Regulation No. 6, add the following 
as a separato paragraph, namely: — 

The subscriber may increase the rate of subscription 
to the Fund once at any time during the course of the 
year, but there will be no corresponding increase in the 
Corporation's contribution which will remain fixed ad 
provided by Regulation 8. 

(ii) For the existing Regulation 11, substitute the 
following : — 

Regulation 11. — Borrowing from the Fund. 

11, (1). At the discretion of the Corporation a tempo- 
rary advance, not exceeding in any case the subscriber's 
own subscriptions and interest thereon, may be granted 
t « a subscriber on application, from the amount standing 
to his credit in the Fund, subject to the following; 
conditions : — 

(a) The Corporation is satisfied that the amount will 
be expended on the following object or objects and not 
otherwise : — 

(i) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the 

prolonged illness of the subscriber or any 
person actually dependent on him; 

(ii) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appro- 

priate to tho subscriber’s status in connection 
with marriages, funerals or ceremonies whi-h 
by his religion or social custom it is incum- 
bent on him to perform; 

(iii) to meet any other expense or liability which 

in the opinion of the Corporation is extra- 
ordinary and beyond the ordinary means of 
the subscriber. 

(b) An advance shall not, except for special reasons 
to be recorded in writing by the Corporation : 

(i) exceed 3 months’ pay (‘pay’ as defined in Ex- 
planation to Regulation 8) Or half the amount 
of the subscriber’s own subscriptions to the 
Fund and interest thereon whichever is less, 
or 


(ii) be granted until at least 12 months after the 
final repayment of all previous advances to- 
gether with interest thereon. 

(2) (a) An advance shall he recovered from the subs- 
criber in such number of equal monthly instalments as 
the Corporation may direct; bu,t such number shall not 
be less than 12 unless the subscriber so elects or in any 
case more than 24. A subscriber may at his option 
repay more than one instalment in one month. Each 
instalment shall be a number of whole rupees, the amount 
of the advance being raised or reduced, if necessary, to 
admit fif the fixation of such instalments. 

(b) Recoveries shall commence when the subscriber 
draws his pay for the full month for the first time after 
the advance is made. Recovery shall not be made, except 
with the subscriber’s consent, while he is on leave other 
than ordinary leave on full average pay, or in receipt of 
‘ubsistenee grant. 

(c) Recoveries made under this rule shall be credited 
as they are made to the subscriber’s Account in the 
Fund,
